and respected citizens. 


The members of the har, those who 


have come iu closest contact with him 
during bis incumbency of the common 
pleas court 
bench for nearly eight 


years, meet here today in the court 
room to lecord their high apprecia- 
tion of hi» integrity aad devotion to 
dut: 


Judge Cunningham was born Jantiiiy 


3, 1835, in 
this city, where he ob- 


tained 
his schooling In the pablic 


schools and his legal training in the 
law office of his father, the Honorable 
Theodore E Cunningham. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in May, 1S76, and 
shortly thereatter moved to Van Wert, 
Ohio, where he practiced law about 
three 
years., dm ing which time he 


served a term as prosecuting attorney 
with credit to himself. He returned to 
this city in 1S84 or 1885, and associa- 
ted himself in the practice ot law with 
his 
father, which association con- 


tinued nnti; the death of the latter in 
3 888 ana was thereafter associated ifl 
the practice of the law as a member of 
the firms of Cunningham, Meade & 
Mowen, and of Cunningham & Adgate, 
until he was elected judge of the court 
of to-ramon pleas of thib district in the 
'all of 1S9<? and v,sz serving his sec- 
ond term at the time of his death. 


In the practice of his 
profession 


Judge Cunningham attained success. 
His early training especially qualified 
him for the responsibilities ihat -came 
with later years. His career as a 
lawyer was distinguished by aMlity 
and faithfulness to tlutv. He Ijid ft 
quick perception and a keen sense of 
toner, which often times aided him in 
the adjustment of disputes His record 
as a judge was a splendid vindication 
of the honor conferred upon him and 
the confidence reposed m him by the 
pople of this judicial district 
He 


stood for justice, right and fair dealing 
cs opposed to su&tle methods. 


Many of us knew Judge (Cunningham 


from his bo>hood days and we speak 
of him as v,e knew him, always can- 


tjanlc. cheerful and companion- 


able, a good citizen and a true friend 
As a judge ho was patient, cool and 
painstaking in his 
investigations, 


ready to accept suggestion and to con- 
sider a dispute from every point, im- 
partially discharging his duty as it eon- 
sctentously appeared to him; and. as a 
•esult, his decisions csrere models of 
accuracy, logic and, -clearness which 
gave diem high rank 


It is nearly a third of a century 


since judge Cunningham entered his 
iliosen profession and it matters not 
whether, as a public prosecutor, the 
advocate of his client's cause, or in 
the discharge of the arduous duties of 
a judge, he brought to his work that 
high sense of protessional erhics and 
of the right which should be emulated 
by all \\ ho assume to be champions of 
the right. He never forgot that the 
members of the bar aie aa lat 
part of a court of justice 


As a man Judge Cunningham was 


positive in his convictions and abl» to 
express them 
At all tiniE3 ho \vas a 


courteous gentleman and not many in 
public 
life as ioag as he was, had

TASTES W CIGARS. 


Some Men Uke Their Tobacco MoUt 
- «ud Smite 3Llk« It Dry. 


The public taste for cigars varies in 


different localities and countries, and 
n ail the large factories cigars are 
conditioned to suit the demands of the 
«mntTy to which they are to be sent. 
In Europe, more especially in tlie Brlt- 
sh Isles, the consumer of cigars re- 
quires that they should Se dry—In t.tei. 
almost brittle. It Ts a common inci- 
dent in that country to see a smoker 
:a&e his cigar and place it to his ear 
to see if it will give forth a crackling 
sound, and i? It does not crackle the 
cigar Is considered too moist. Pipe 
smoking tobaccos, however, .are re- 
gnired very moist 


In the United States the proper con- 


dition for elg-ars and pipe smoking to- 
baccos is Just the reverse. The Ameri- 
can smoker reunites Jus cigars la such 
a condition that the wrapper, -binding 
and filler-will yield to the pressure of 
he flngars -without cracking or broaki 
ngr the wrapper, while, on the other 
mnd, the smoking tobaccos, especially 
tbe granulated tobaccos, must be mod- 
erately dry. 


Various methods are employed for 


keeping cigars and tobaccos m the 


condition, trat up to Ifce present 


tinie no method has baen devised that 


act automatically. Both tnannfac- 


ured tobacco and cigars are sascepti- 
>le to climatic conditions, and it re- 
quirea the constant attention of the 
manufacturer and dealer to regulate 
the moisture in bis stock cupboard or 
showcase. In retail stores great trou- 
ble Is experienced m keeping the ah- 
in the showcases in the proper condi- 
tion, especially when these are con- 
stantly being opened. In warm wet 
weather more moisture is admitted 
than is needed, while during the cold 
winter months the cigars are apt to be- 
come too dry, especially in the upper 
part of the showcases.—Science. 


First Printing Prevx. 


The first printing press in the eastern 


settlement of America was set up in 
163S. In tbe summer of that year n 
ship bearing a printing press, a printer 
and three pressmen arrived on the 
shores of New England, the printer 
being Stephen Daye. In tbe same year 
the press was sst up at Cambridge. 
One of the earliest and perhaps tb« 
most celebrated of tlie issues was "The 
Bay Psalm Book." It is interesting to 
know that tbo actwal press Is still pre- 
served. After various wanderings In 
Boston, Connecticut, New Hampshire 
and Vermont it was found in Windsor 
county and iwsentac! to tue Vermont 
Historical society.
